Here Are Views of a 

Few 


“Do you want your own student 
government?” This query formed 
the lead for an editorial which 
appeared in the May 6th issue of 
STUFF. It was pointed out that 
a movement had been initiated on 
the campus to obtain an efficient, 
workable form of student govern- 
ment. The editorial stated further 
that the administration of St. 
Joseph’s has been approached “And 
has admitted that there is a . need 
for a student government body. 

Of course definite action can 
no longer be taken this year, but 
the machinery can be set in 
motion, so that positive action 
can be inaugurated, next fall. To 
find out if there is interest in 
the proposed projec t, an d to d is- 
cover the students’ answer to the 
question, “Do you want your 
own student governmen t?” 
STUFF asked a representative 
group, “What is your opinion re- , 
garding the establishment of a 
student governing body on the 
campus of St. Joseph’s?” 

S o p h o m.o r e Norman Yonder 
Embse from Kalida, O., thinks 
that a legislative board composed 
equally of students and faculty 
members, each having the same 
voting rights, would be an ideal 
set-up . Elaborating on his open- 
ing statement, Vonder Embse 
said, “The students would elect 
their own representatives. This 
would be a complete change from 
the present i policy in which the 
student council acts only in a 
figurative sense.” 

A June graduate, Warren Free- 
man of Indianapolis, made the 
following assertion, “A student 
government has no place on a 
campus the size of St. Joseph’s. 
The faculty is close enough to the 
student body to govern college 
life without aid from the student 
body. I feel a better defined 
statement of policy by the ad- 
ministration would do away with 
the need of a student council, 
which of necessity, must have 
only advisory powers.” 

“A student government for- 
mulated with proper aims and 
ideals and a minimum of faculty 
interference, would be just what 
St. Joseph’s needs, declared Kan- 
kakee, 111. sophomore, Clark Mc- 
Kenna. He continued, “A student’s 
participation in the scribing of 
rules and regulations gives the 
needed incentive heretofore lack-* 


The present set-up appears 
adequate to Charles Peffer, Tole- 
do, O. sophomore. “The members 
of the faculty have had broad 
experience in the field of student 
government, and therefore can do 
a much better job* of governing 
than student representatives can.” 

Bernard Reuille, a member of 
the junior class from Fort Wayne, 
suggested that *the student gov- 
ernment body be composed of 
^members of the sophomore, junior, 
arid senior classes, the represen- 
tatives to be elected at the close 
of the school year for the follow- 
ing term. “In that way” said 
Reuille, “only those of proven 
character and pjnlity will be 
in cluded. The faculty members of 
the government will riot' vote on 
various issues, but will be pres- 
ent to offer advice from time to 
time.” Reuille believes that the 
student government would be a 
truly student activity and re- 
sponsibility. 

“If student government at St. 
Joseph’s were properly estab- 
lished and organized it should 
serve to create more interest on 
• the part of the student in school 
activities,” opined _Bob Simonis, 
Fort Wayne, sophomore. He con- 
tinued, “personal interest in school 
activities- should — pro mote better 
cooperation and school spirit. The 
present set up seems too far re- 
moved from the problems of the 
student. There is a lack of co- 
operation between students in 
their activities and the school 
administration.” 

“The student government should 
be made an essential part of St. 
Joseph’s,” advised Jim Hess, 
sophomore from Decatur, Ind. “In 
the present set up only the views 
of a few are heard. If an efficient 
student government were estab- 
lished under faculty supervision, 
every student would have an 
active part in the affairs of the 
school,” concluded Hess.
